Postmaster-General 
the Executive Council, bat one of the four 
additional Ministers for whom the Con- 
stitution provides. The question of the 
collective responsibility of the Cabinet for 
his utterances, therefore, does not arise. 
According to the published statement, the 
Cabinet has not yet considered the proposal 
of the British firms. We cannot believe, how- 
ever, that Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues, 
some of whom are men of affairs, would 
seek to place any obstacles in the way of 
enterprise in the Free State. They have 
stated repeatedly that their aim is to 
make the new Ireland a model for Europe— 
a land in which prejudice will give way 
to a broad and sane ontlook, and every 
man of good-wil] can work for the national 
weal without let or hindrance. 

The tobacco controversy will be the first 
test of the new Ireland's practical states- 
manship. We have a flourishing tobacco 
industry in the Free State, which has 
thriven -without any official ~assistance 
and has won a sure place for itself 
in the nation’s economy. Like every 
other industry, however, it cannot expect 
to be protected against fair competi- 
tion. Ireland wants “foreign ” capital, 
whether it come from Britain, America or 
ihe Banat of Tamesvar, She wants new 
machinery, new ideas and new methods 
of business which will bring her into line 
with the other nations of Europe and will 
make her economic independence not 
only a clause in a treaty, but a vital fact. 
There is not the slightest danger of Ire- 
land s Japse into the economic condition 
of Mexico; but there is a real danger that 
she may hedge herself about with so many 
restrictions and protective tariffs that 
business with the Free State 
become almost impossible. That danger 
must be averted, Critical eyes on both 
sides of the ocean are watching every 
step which is taken by our Government, 
and men with money to invest are holding 
their hands until they see the way in 
which the question of economic policy is 
tackled. Any attempt to interfere unduly 
with the new factories, which will be as 
Trish as Fordson’s in Cork or Guinness s in 
would be disastrous.

France and “ Summer-Time.” 


When Great Britain, Belgium and the 
Irish Free State enforced “ summer-time ” 
more than a fortnight ago, France con- 
tinued to stand upon the ancient ways. 
The first inconveniences of the difference 
between British time and French time 
were felt by England, who was obliged to 
make many changes in her railway and 
cross-Channel services. Now France her- 
self is learning that independence in the 
matter of time may be an expensive 
luxury. All sorts of confusion have 
arisen from the fact that France's clocks 
are an hour behind those of her neigh- 
bours, and one section of the community 
after another is beginning to clamour for 
the adoption of “summer-time.’’* The 
most remarkable protest comes from the 
Paris Press, which has made an unani- 
mous appeal to the Minister of Public 
Works that “summer-time” shall be 
established without delay. At present, 
the newspapers point out, they are pub- 
lished an hour later than their contem- 
poraries—or must we say, former contem- 
poraries ?—in England and Belgium, and 
thus are losing a great deal of their in- 
fluence abroad. This result they describe, 
with their profession's characteristic 
modesty, as “a grave pinenace to French 
interests and ideas.’’ “ Industrial bodies

The Government is in 
an awkward plight; for while it cannot 
retreat from its present position without 
some loss of dignity, it will not wish to 
incur the anger of the newspapers and the 
business classes. Probably it will connive 
at the widespread adoption of “ summer- 
time ’’—illegal though it will be—in those 
northern areas which are chicfly incon- 
venienced by the present disparity of 
French time with English and Belgian 
time. France’s experience teaches a moral 
which has a broader extension than the 
circle of the clock. Modern society is a 
very complicated affair, and the world’s 
business cannot flourish unless it is based 
on a principle of mutual accommodation. 
Our neighbours’ comfort and convenience 
are, in nine cases out of ten, a condition 
of our own, In matters of politics, of 
finance, of education, of social outlook— 
in fact, of nearly everything that in- 
fluences the march of human progress— 
neither a big country like France nor a 
small country like the Irish Free State 
can afford to adopt the pose of Athanasius 
contra mundum.

The remedy—to make 
these men and women produce and dis- 
tribute the fruits of their labours for 
their own and everybody else’s benefit— 
seems to be obvious; but it is always met 
by the suggestion that this course would 
dislocate markets,. would cause further 
unemployment, and would spoil things 
for the other producers without improving 
their lot as consumers. The working man 
does not understand these shibboleths and 
regards them as the selfish gospel of the 
bloated capitalist; but the fact that so 
much of the deliberate slowing down is 
done at the instance of his own Jeaders 
prevents him from making a fuss. At the 
same time, being human, he prefers to 
take the dole and to do no work rather 
than to get a little more by working for 
foty-cight hours a week, All, however, 
are not so timid in face of the proposal 
to replace the dole by work which does 
not arise in the ordinary way of trade.

A Long Glide. | 

The feat of M. Georges Barbot in flying 
from France to England in a glider recalJs 
the day, fourteen years ago, when M. 
Bleriot flew across the Channel in a 
Farman biplane. Looking back, in the 
light of all that the aeroplane has accom- 
plished in the last decade, we may be iz 
clined to agree that M. Barbot’s is the 
more remarkable performance. It would 
be another matter to assume that the 
fairy tale of the flying machine is about 
to be equalled or eclipsed by that of the 
glides. Mar is, perhaps, master of his 
fate, but it is the machine that has made 
him monarch of nearly all he surveys, and 
certainly of the elements; and it is the 
machine which soon will be, if it is not 
already, the master of man. Whether, as 
forecasted in “‘ Erewhon,’’ he will rebel 
against this monstrous tyranny in time 
and will make the construction of any 
sort-of machine a capital offence none of 
us will live to see. In the meanwhile the 
glider is a, perhaps, unconscious attempt 
to replace the autocracy of the engine by 
an appeal to more primitive methods. It 
is an attempt to fiy by skill and know- 
ledge rather than by power. If gliding 
should become easy for all, like skating 
or riding a bicycle, the flying machine 
would disappear or would be relegated to 
the unromantic task of hauling freight.

ENGLISH TOBACCO FIRMS IN 
IRELAND. 
IE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Baí he letter which the Postmaster- 
General has addressed to a tobacco manufac- 
turer in Cork is, I think, deserving of con- 
sideration by those among us who years to 
be over-joyed at the prospect of the Imperial 
Tobacco Company setting up factories in the 
Irish Free State. For my part, I do not 
believe that the contemplated exploitation of 
our country by the huge trust in question will 
prove an unmixed blessing. Is the public 
memory so short that we have forgotten the 
attempt made some years ago by this same 
combine to crush their most formidable Irish 
competitor, Messrs. Gallaher, Ltd., of Bel- 
fast—an attempt which, thanks to the ability 
and pluck of the Irishman who founded the 
Northern factory, fortunately proved unsuc- 
cessful? ! 

What, may I ask, is there fo prevent this 
British combine from resorting to similar 
tactics with regard to the various tobacco 
factories which have been 
Southern Ireland by Irishmen with Irish 
money’; and what guarantee have we that, 
having succeeded in wiping out our existing 
factories, they may not turn their proposed 
branch factories over here into merely re- 
ceiving and distributing dépéts for the goods 
made in their English factories?’ Should sach 
an eventuality occur, where will the increased 
employment come in that some of our friends 
imagine wil] result from the threatened in- 
vasion? 

In my judgment, it is the duty of the 
State and the people at this crisis in the

THE INTERIM GRANT. 


‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
_Sizr,—Though it is now more than a month 
since the Interim Grant for secondary 
teachers was voted by the Dail, no steps 
have yet been taken to distribute the money. 
This seems very strange, in view of the 
many professions of sympathy made by the 
Minister of Education for the teachers con- 
cerned. It has been admitted in the Dail 
and in the Seanad that the whole position is 
disgraceful; and. yet when an insignificant 
dole is made available the Minister concerned 
seems bent on postponing its application. 

Five weeks now remain until the beginning 
of the summer holidays. If the grant is to 
be of use, it should be distributed before the 
end of that period; for many teachers de- 
pend upon their share of it for existence dur- 
ing the months of July and August. Once 
the money has been granted, it is, presum- 
ably, a matter for the Minister of Education 
to decide the method of distribution. Hence, 
it should have been possible to have taken 
the initial steps before this. On any scheme 
whatever, it will be necessary to collect some 
information. So far none has been sought; 
not even a preliminary form of application 
has been issued. 

Tt is not unreasonable to ask that the 
matter shall be settled at once. It is enough 
that the teachers should be the only body 
of pnblic servants without established scales 
of salaries and pensions. Delay in affording 
them the little relief available is a policy 
that used to be stigmatised as British and 
tyrannical.—Yours, etc.,

CIVICS AT GOTHENBURG. 

TO THF EDITOR OF THE IRIS! TIMES | 

Sin,—lhe City of Gothenburg, Sweden, is 
celebrating the three hundredth anniversary 
of its foundation, and, to commemorate the 
event, a Jubilee Exhibition will be held there 
from May 8th to September 3th of this vear. 
In connection with the event a great Inter- 
national Cities and Town-Planning Exhibition 
has been arranged, with the object of showing 
‘‘active urbanists, engineers, architects, and 
councillors working methods, past and pre- 
sent, and what results have been achieved 
within the. sphere of town-building where 
modern communities are developing.” During 
the Exhibition a series of about twenty meet- 
ings and congresses wil] be held in Gothen- 
burg, arranged as a “ Municipal Week,” the 
‘*Engineers Week, ' etc. 

An international Town-Planning Confer- 
ence, organised by the International Garden 
Cities and Town-Planning Federation, will be 
held in the Municipal Week. Most of the 
nations of the aill are participating in this 
Exhibition and Conference, and, from the 
standpoint of civics, the knowledge and in- 
formation to be gained by taking part in the 
proceedings will be incalculable. 

The Civics Institute of Ireland has been 
asked to co-operate, and is anxious that Ire- 
land should be represented both at the Exhibi- 
tion and Conference. It is intended to exhibit 
the '“new town-plan for Dublin” and to 
have other exhibits, if possible, so as to 
show that in such matters Ireland has keen 
interest. — It is also felt that, in the new 
Civic spirit developing in this country, advan- 
tage should be taken of every source of civic 
education to enable us to discern the best 
possible system of urban development and 
reconstruction for Ireland. To know and 
understand what other countries are about 
in such matters and to improve upon or adapt 
the best modern methods should he our aim. 
We, therefore, urge that it would be most 
desirable that Ireland should take a pro- 
minent part at this Conference, and for this 
purpose are anxious to organise an Irish 
civic party, representative of Government de.

The brieí message received on Sunday stat- 
ing that a train had been derailed by bandits 
at Lencheng, Shantung Province, looted; and 
the passengers carried off, is supplemented by 
full accounts of what Reuter’s Correspondent 
in Shanghai describes as an unprecedented 
outrage on the main line between Shanghai 
and Pekin. 

The passengers were all in their sleeping 
berths when one of the coaches was derailed 
and the bandits boarded the train. A scene 
of great. confusion and terror followed, while 
the brigands sacked the train and compelled 
the passengers to alight at the point of the 


rifle. 

Most of the occupants of the first and 
second class compartments were then 
carried off. These included a mnum- 
ber of Europeans and Americans, while 
it has en definitely established that 
Mr. Joseph Rothman, a British subject, was 
killed. Another British subject, Mr. Row- 
latt, manager wf the Reiss Company at 
Tientsin, is believed to have been captured. 
More than a dozen Americans. were kid- 
uapped, including Miss Aldrich, Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s sisteran-law, and her French maid; 
Mr. Scripps, proprietor of the United Press, 
and two Army officers. 

[t is believed that the bandits consisted of 
disbanded t¢ s.

Two passengers who have arrived at Tientsin 
state that there was no railway accident, but 
the outrage was evidently a preconcerted 
affair, as the train slowed down just before 
the attack, The engine was not derailed, but 
only some carriages. Parties of brigands at 
first collected jewellery and money, and on @ 
second visit, rifled the passengers’ luggage. 

Afterwards the passengers were taken out 
in their night-clothes and marched off. The

It is understood that both Lord Curzon and 


Mr. Baldwin intend—possibly this afternoon— 
to set out the views of the British Govern- 
ment on the latest German Note. In all. the 
circumstances, they could hardly ignore it 
altogether, and its summary rejection by 
France should not prevent more serious treat- 
ment here. Public opinion in this country is 
quite prepared to be told that the Note is 
inadequate; but it is rofoundly convinced 
that the separate rench-Belgian reply 
constituted a grave diplomatic blunder. | it 
regrets that reply the more because the Note, 
in spite of its ioolish shortcomings In 
phraseology, did represent a substantial 
advance on Germany's previous attitude, and 
thus provided a basis for restoring Allied 
unity in dealing with it. In substance 
Germany offered to submit the whole ques- 
tion of reparation to the judgment of an 
expert world tribunal, and coupled with it an 
offer to pay a minimum amount to the present 
value of about £800 ,000 ,000, and a maxstmum 
sum having a presen’ value of about 
£1,100,000,000. This offer, at any rate, in- 
dicates a measure of good faith, and cannot 
reasonably be met by a flat rejection. 

Fortunately, even a diplomatic blunder has 
its compensations. The action of France 
obviously gives the British Cabinet a greater 
freedom in making its own reply, and we hope 
that it will take full advantage of its oppor- 
tanity by concentrating on the central fea- 
ture of the Note—namely, the offer to submit 
the whole question to international decision, 
so that Germany may be able to restate her 
offer in a way which shall be more acceptable 
to our Ally, France,

FIREMEN’S STRIKE. 


ACTION OF DUBLIN 
CORPORATION, 

THE BONUS MUST GO. 

MATTER REFERRED TO 

MINISTRY OF LABOUR. 


About half-a-dozen different motions and 
amendments were proposed at the Dublin 
Corporation meeting yesterday with a view 
to a settlement of the dispute in regard to 
Fire Brigade men’s wages. 

In the end the meeting decided to refer 
the matter to the Ministry of Labour. 


Alderman Byrne, locum tenene for the 
Lord Mavor, presided at a meeting of the 
Dublin Corporation yesterday. He brought 
forward, as a matier of urgency, the question 
of the strike of fire brigade men, which 
started at 12 o’clock on Saturday last. 

Alderman Byrne said that he did not think 
that the city could be left without protection 
much longer. For the past two days he and 


had given considerable time at the Fire Br 
gade Station to see what conid be done to 
protect the lives of the citizens in the event 
of fire taking place. He thought it was the 
duty of the Council] now to make some eug- 
gestion that would bring about a peaceful 
settlement of the unfortunate dispute. 

Mr. Briscoe said that he thought it was 
deplorable that this strike had taken place 
He suggested that the Council and the fire 
brigade men should agree to leave the dis- 
pute to arbitration, the men to be asked to 
resume work at the old rate of pay pending 
the result. The present condition of affairs 
should not be allowed to continue for an 
hour. In an old city lke Dublin fire was 
more dangerous than in a city where there 
were mostly new buildings. 

Mr. Nolan asked had the fire brigade men 
been represented at the recent conference, and 
if not, why not. i 

Mrs. Wyse Power explained that before 
the cut they had a conference with repre- 
sentatives of the Municipal Officials’ Union, 
a union comprising about 5,000 employés, and 
the necessity for the striking of the rate 
was so pressing that when the union, con- 
sisting of so enormous a body of men, ar. 
cepted the cut, they did not call in the 
fire brigade men. She thought that they 
had understood why they were not called in. 
Their union consisted of about 45 men, and 
when they had a conferente with the fire 
brigade men afterwards they stated that in 
no circumstances would they accept any cut, 
but they did not say that because they were 
not taken into the conference before the rate 
was struck they were going on strike.

DUBLIN IN THE DAYS OF 
THE. VICEROYS. 
TO-DAY’S APPEAL FOR 
. PAGENTRY. 

—_——_@—— 


Was Dublin a “ much brighter, gaver, and 
happier city “to dwell in twenty years ago 
than the Dublin of to-day? 

In the opinion of Rotarian James McMahon, 
the guest at yesterday's luncheon meeting’ of 
the Publis Rotary Club, it undoubtedly was. 
Mr. McMahon had some oe things to 
say about the present-day state of the capital's 
social life, w he set them out as the ''Im. 
pressions of a Visitor.”’ He had to admit that 
while some improvements and changes for the 
better had taken place Dublin was by no 
means‘the bright Dublin of twenty years ago. 
When, in April, 1901, Queen Victoria visited 
the city. he recalled, what a wealth of colour 
was in their streets. There were many festivi- 
ties, in which the whole city took creat 
pleasure. In 1903 King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra were greeted with great en- 
thusiasm. the whole city was illuminated, and 
'“gay and stirring times” were witnessed. 
Then they had a succession of Viceroys, whose 
coming end going meant stirring military 
music and firework displays, which helped to 
make many red-letter days in the capital’s 
enjoyment. 

After Christmas came the levées and draw- 
ingrooms, which again brightened up the city, 
and brought not only many visitors to it, but 
created much business for the traders gene- 
rally. In the summer their principal seaside 
resorts near Dublin were greatly patronised, 
wealth circulated, and many pleasures “were 
enjoved by the visitors and inhabitants. 

‘* To-dav.’’ Mr. McMahon went on, “ there 
are few, if any, bright spots of colour in the 
city. Apart from the revival of trade—which 
is only possible when settled conditions pre- 
vail, rad the sound of the bomb, the rifle, and 
the land mine are no longer beard—there is a 
genuine lack of colour and: brightness in our 
streets.’ Whether the Cleansin De- 
partment of the Corporation had been 
stirred up by Dr. Lombard Murphy's 
speech, or by the visit of the three deputa- 
tions to them recently, he did not know, 
but certain it was that the last week had 
shown a remarkable improvement in the 
cleanliness of the streets. 


THE BRITISH. TROOPS. 


No matter what your political ye may 
be, said Mr. McMahon, there can be no ques- 
tion that the departure of the British — 
has been a serious loss to Dublin. The 
officers, who were mostly a moneyed class, 
figured Jargely at our polo matches, our races, 
and our hunt meetings. Again, military 
bands often ‘enlivened many social functions 
in and around Dublin. He was glad that 4 
National Army band had’ played in St. 
Stephens Green on Saturday. hey sbould 
hasten the time when there should many 
regimental bands. A Civic Guard band—to 
take the place of the “old, famous R.I.C. 
Band ’’—and the Metropolitan Polite Band 
should figure prominently in their social life. 
Then, again, the opening of Parliament should 
be a matter of stirring pageantry. ‘‘ Let us 
hope also that the Viceroyalty will be made 
the centre of social gaiety and imposing func- 
tions, because, no matter what cranks may 
say, everyone loves colour, brightness, and 
imposing ceremonial.’’ He hoped also that 
the day would come when each county in 
Ireland would have its own Territorial County 
Regiment, with its officers drawn from the 
best ranks; while Universities and public 
achools should have their officers’ training 
corps and eadet companies. That would put 
more movemeut into every source of national 
life, and provide an outlet_to the pride of 
race and military spirit, which formed an 
undoubted characteristic of the Irish race. 
A BRIGHTENING UP. 

What was needed was a general brightening 
up all round—a qpickening of the 
national spirit, to make the cities 
and towns b-eighter and more attractive, 
with everything, to gladden the eye, 
to delight the heart and quicken the imagina- 
tion; providing the best of everything for 
themselves, and incidentally attracting the 
best from the other nations to their shores. 
Mr. M‘Mahon concluded his address by 
quoting extracts from the Zrish Times of Mon- 
day morning concerning a national recovery, 
and the opening of the doors oi Southern Ire- 
land to the outside world. 

In the course of a discussion on Mr. 
M*‘Mahon’s address, Mr. Kevin J. Kenny said

dustry that would give . employment. He 
suggested that all their means should be con- 
centrated on. the. building up of a great 
national exhibition as a starting point.

DEPUTATIONS TO MR. J. J. 
WALSH. 


.The Free State Postmaster-General (Mr. 1. 
J. Waish) in Cork yesterday received several 
deputations, which discussed matters of in- 
terest to thé people of the city and of 
Southern Ireland. 

A deputation from the Cork Board of Guar- 
dians protested against a repert of condi- 
tions in the urion presented through a recent 
meeting of the Cork Trade and Labour Coun- 
cil, . he Postmaster-General said that he 
was alive to the gravity of the report. He 
agreed to ask the Local Government Depart- 
ment to take the matier up without delay. 

A deputation from the Tied and Retail 
Vintners’ Association urged the introduction 
of legislation to remove the conditions which 
prohibited them from selling stout and porter 
other than that produced in Cork. n the 
alternative, they asked that tenants of tied 
hcuses should be empowered to purchase their 
houses. The Postmaster-General said that it 
was not possible to introduce legislation on 
matters of this kind within the lifetime of 
the present Parliament. but he assured the 
deputation that they could always rely on his 
active support in the removal of their just 
grievances. The present Government had no 
intention of doing anything deterimental to 
the business of the licensed vintners. 

Replying to a deputation on the subject of 
compensation for damage done by the Crown 
Forces before the Truce, he said that he was 
satisfied that the Government was entirely 
justified in setting its face against claims 
for consequential damage. He could hold 
out no hope that the Government would re- 
open that aspect of the question. The 
British Government had refused to accede to 
a request that loot should be included among 
subjects for compensation. He was prepared 
to press for its reconsideration, 

Mr. Walsh expressed hig sympathy with 
the desire of the Cork Town Tenants’ League 
to enable tenants to purchase their houses.

Justice Wilson at the Tyrone Spring Assizes 
in March last. 


tiff, explained that the action had been 
breught by him against the defendant, ‘claim- 
ing £100 penalty, because the defendant, 
when a member of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary, voted in an election for the Par- 
lament of the United Kingdom on Novem- 
her 15 last, whereas, by Act of Parliament of 
Northern Ireland, the Act governing the 
Koval Irish Constabulary had been adopted 
for the governance of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary, and it included a provision that 
no member of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
could exercise the franchise during his ser- 
vice, or during six months after his retire- 
ment from the Force. 

Counsel read the note of the evidence given 
al the trial, which showed that the defen- 
dant was stationed at Omagh, and that on 
election day he was sent on duty to Seskinore 
polling booth, where he voted. Mr. Justice 
Wilson found that the defendant had voted, 
and held that in so far as the section of the 
Uister Constabulary Act purported to apply 
the Royal Irish Constabulary rule regarding 
voting to the Royal. Ulster Constabulary it 
was ultra vires. 
was the Constabulary Act ultra vires in 
enacting as it did the section in dispute ? 

The Lord Chief Justice pointed ‘out that 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary were not paid 
by the House for which they voted. 

‘Mr. Murnaghan—But that is the House 
which disqualified them, and the argument 
is used against me that they had no power 
to do so. Jt was a question of very great 
importance, continued counsel. Could the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland, by creating 
a Force “which was substantially the same 
Force as that which previously existed, alter 
entirely the election law? His argument was 
that the Royal Ulster Constabulary was the 
same force as the Royal Irish Constabularv. 
in so far as its velations towards the Imperial 
Parliament were concerned. 

Mr. J, A. Pringle, who, with Mr. Babing- 
ton, K.C., and Mr M‘Coy (instructed by Mr. 
W. E. Orr), appeared for the defendant, said 
that by an Act of the Imperial Parliament the 
B.I.C, was to be finally disbanded on 3lst 
August, 1922. They had. under the Act of 
William, a prohibition against a constable who 
Was in a constabulary force under the Im- 
perial Parliament voting for a member of that 
Parliament, but to say that the prohibition 
was to apply to a force which was appointed 
under the authority of the Northern Parlia- 
ment, and which was paid by that Parliament, 
was an entirely different matter. So long as 
the Royal Irish Consgabulary existed they did 
so under the section, and the prohibition ap- 
plied, but the Imperial Parliament saw fit to 
abolish them. and upon their disbandment 
thev ceased to be an existing body. His con- 
tentiori was that in so far as the R.U.C. was 
concerned the Northern Government would’ 
have no more right to interfere with their 
franchise for the Imperial Parliament than 
they would have to pass an Act that every 
county councillor. and district councijlor was 
incapable of voting for the Imperial Parlia- 
ment.

The Feis Ceoil, Dubhn's week of music, 
which was opened yesterday in Dublin, pro- 
mises to be a record one. - 

The entries totalled 796—more than 60 


Wetter than last year’s, which surpassed all 
cece veel Public interest in the Feis was 
never more apparent. The mornmg session 
was well attended, the audiences in the after- 
noon were larger than ever before, and in 
the evening the Abbey Theatre was packed, 
and hundreds were unable to obtain admis- 
sion. The competition was keen, and the 
work generally was of a high order of merit. 
A rlew attraction of the Feis is the Hamilton 
Harty Cup fer piano concerto. 
The hang PR we was the venue, . Most 
of the competitions are being held in the 
Abbey Theatre, where the accommodation is 
not all that could be desired. The Abbey 
Lecture Hall in Lower Abbey street, where 
the pianoforte competition was held, was 


better im that ect. gá 

The feature of the day was the competition 
for the Plunket Greene Cup. This coveted 
trophy is offered for solo singing, In any 
voice. Its distinctive test is interpretation, 
and therein lies its great attraction. 

The entries numbered 73, more -than 20 
better than last year's. The candidates 
select their own songs, and there was on this 
occasion abundant material to suit every taste. 
Most of the competitors sang more or less 
familiar songs, but not a few broke new 

round, as, for instance, ‘‘ The Clock,” by 

achrowsky. The competition was carried on 
for seven hours, and hardly a moment was 
dull or uninteresting. 

The adjudicator in the Plunket-Greene Cup 
and other vocal competitions is Sir Richard 
Terry, organist and choirmaster- of West- 
minster Cathedral, and the official accompan- 
ists are Miss Eileen Buckley and Miss 
Dorothy Stokes. 

“DR. TERRY’S CRITICISMS. —. 

Dr. Terry’s critical analysis of the singing 

in the Plunket Greene Cup competition was 
noteworthy. He was humorous and wise in 
his remaris, and the packed house was im- 
mensely pleased. He congratulated Dublin 
and the competitors he had listened to— 
frst, on the large increase in the number of 
entries. and, secondly, on the good musical 
taste shown in the selection of the songs by 
the candidates. He then explained that the 
Cup was offered “ for interpretation — that 
something in a song, created by the singer 
to express the sentiment and emotion of the 
words and the music. It.did not necessarily 
follow that the best voice would secure the 
wrize. 
Dr. Terry proceeded to criticise those plat- 
form tricks, a bad legacy from the mid- 
Victorian days, which, he was glad to see, 
were fewer than at last vear’s Feis. He was 
equally vigorous in his condemnation of 
the more common fault among the competitors, 
the vibrato. . Wobbling on the notes was a 
musical curse, which had come down from the 
days of the nineteenth century, when fat 
Italians, male and female, made it fashionable. 
Wobbling was not contemplated by the com- 
poser, and it was not natural. It was a vice, 
and those who taught it as a virtue were teach- 
ing a false doctrine. 

It was very encouraging to hear so little 
‘false intonation in the way of flat singing. 
Occasional sharpness showed nervousness and 
that the singer had his mind on what he was 
doing. Again, the diction was very much im- 
proved, There was very little of that ‘‘placing 
of the voice ” which result. in forgetting all 
about the words and the meaning of the song. 
In nearly every case the words could be heard 
distinctly, For singers it should be the words, 
the words, and the words every time. 

He went on to deal with various faults in 
singing, leading up to the commonest of all— 
alteration of the rhythm. Things to be avoided 
were putting in additional syllables, vibrato, 
want of cgntinuity in phrasing, not, thinking 
in broader phrases, and not thinking over the 
top of a rest in the middie of a phrase.

in German in the second song was a pleasure 
to hear. 

Mr. Cox was the only competitor to sing in 
Irish.

The Free State Postmaster-Géneral, inter- 
viewed yesterday in Cork regarding the need 
for filling any appointment in-the Post Office, 
said that since he took up the office of Post- 
master-General no positions had been vacant, 
because of the large redundancy of staff which 
existed when the Post Office was taken over 
from the British. He believed, however, that 
in the near future it would be found neces- 
sary to fill a considerable number of vacancies, 
caused mainly by retirements from the loca! 
Post Office service. } 

He had determined that these vacancies, 
with the exception of those reserved under 
6Xisting arrangements for boy and girl mes- 
sengers, should be filled by open competition.

Mr. Ormsby Gore—I would refer the hon. 
and gallant member to the definition of Irish 
Citizenship in Article 3 of the Irish Free 
State Constitution, which formed the second 
schedule to the Irish Free State Constitution 
Act, 1922. It is the practice of ...s Majesty's 
Government to grant passports to British 
subjects, who are also rish Free State 
citizens, as therein defined, only after con- 
sultation with the competent authority of 
the Irish Free State. This procedure is 
analagous to that which obtains in regard to 

sons of Canadian origin temporarily 
resident in this country. 

Mr. Butcher—Am I right in supposing that 
every Irish citizen is a British citizen! 

Mr. Ormsby Core—Certainly. 

THE WOOD-RENTON COMMISSION. 

Colonel Newman asked the Under-Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, whether he was 
aware that by recent and retrospective legis- 
lation of the Irish Free State, the Wood- 
Renton Compensation Commission, set up in 
conjunction with the Dail, was left with no 
statutory authority, but only power to recom- 
mend peyments for damage to property, and 
that those injured were expressly deprived of 
the power of taking any steps to recover 
or enforce payment of the amount of any 
decree, and was it the intention of the Go- 
vernment to provide alternative rights or 
remedies in some statutory form to the injured 
person before the said legislation receives the 
assent of the Govéernditaanesl of the Irish 
Free. State. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore replied—Subject to the 
observations that the Wood-Renton Com- 
migsion at no time had any statutory 
authority, the answer to the first part of the 
question is in the affirmative, an the reply 
to the second part is in the negative. The 
security for the awards of the Wood-Renton 
Commission is the faith of the two Go- 
vernments, by which it is appointed, and the 
provision of alternative remedies suggested by 
my hon. and gallant friend is not practicable. 

Colonel Newman further asked, having 1e- 
gard to the number of refugees from the South 
of Ireland at present in Great Britain, who 
had obtained awards for compensation from 
the Wood-Renton Commission, he would az« er- 
tain now that awards for injury to property 
sustained before llth July, 1921, have no 
statutory enforcement, but are é: gratia, 
whether the Free State Government are 
attaching to such ex gratia payments, when 
and if made, a prior liquidation by the holder 
of the award of any claims for arrears of 
income tax, or local rates, that may be made 
on him bv the Inland Revenue or local 
authority of the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore replied—I am informed 
that the Free State Government have not so 
far found it necessary to consider any ques- 
tion of withholding any award of ,.compensa- 
tion for injury to property sustained before 
July 11, 1921, by reason of counter-claims in 
respect of income tax or rates due by the 
claimant. , 

TRISH GRANTS COMMITTEE. 

Major Edmondson asked the Under Secre- 
tary for the Colonies, whether any department 
Or organisation operating . under official 
auspices was providing assistance for dis- 
tressed Irish loyalists, now in Great Britain, 
who had lost their entire livelihood and pos- 
sessions, through the recent events in Southern 
Ireland; and whether, in that case, he would 


state exactly what the bodies were, and the | 
principles upon which they operated, since | 


there was very great distress among this de- 
serving class, who were now finding them- 
selves completely unable to carry on. 

Sir William Davison asked the Under Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies whether the 
Irish Grants Committee have nower to make 
advances to Southern Irish refogees, who had 
not obtained decrees or awards in respect of 
the malicious injuries which they had sus- 
tained.

It also hes 
power to grant temporary relief to refugees in 
this country, who have no such claime. I 
believe its powers are sufficient to enable the 
Committee to prevent or remove financial dis.

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STOCKS GHPSED WEAK, 
(REBUT TELFCRAMS 
EW YORK, Monday, 
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At the Dublin City Sessions yesterday, 
before the Recorder, Edward Patrick Woods 
‘was indicted for (1) having, on April-12 last, 
being an officer of the Post Office, unlawfully 
opened two postal packages in the course of 
transmission through the post; (2) for having 
suffered them to be detained, and (ó) Íor 
having detained and delayed the transmission 
of two póstal packages. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), prosecuted. Mr. William- 
son, K.C., and Mr. Joseph O’Connor (in- 
structed by Messrs. Roger Greene and Co.), 
defended. 

THE PROSECUTION, 

Mr. Carrigan said that the defendant 
was in a position of authority, being 
overseer in the sorting office of the 
Post Office at Fowler Hall. His salary 
had increased. with his promotion, and on 


April 12 he was in the enjoyment of a salary 


ot over £500 a year. He was on duty in the 
sorting office at the Fowier Hall on Thursday 
night, April 12. In the Post Office there had 
been established, of necessity, because of the 
violation of the post that had been carried 
on, what was called a State section. That 
vas to say, all Government correspondence 
was specially placed in a section called the 
State section That contained the official 
Government correspondence for al] depart- 
ments. The defendant was in charge that 
evening, and particularly between 8 and 8.45, 
when .he superintendent was absent else- 
where. The next morning, at 11.50, a mili- 
tary party, in discharge of their duty, called 
to the house of the defendant and were ad- 
mitted by his wife. The defendant was in 
the hall, and was told by Inspector Collins, of 
Oriel House, that they were about to search 
the house. They went into the prisoner's 
hedroom, and between the pillows Inspector 
Collins found an official letter. He made a 
further search, and within the pillow he 
found a second letter. He turned around to 
order the defendant to be arrested, but the 
defendant had escaped through a back room 
window, and was at large for some time 
before he was arrested. 

One of the letters was addressed to ‘‘ Cap- 
tain Moynihan, Oriel House, Westland Row,” 
and the other was addressed to the ‘ Chief 
Officer, Orie] House.” 

THE EVIDENCE. 

Inspector Collins, Oriel. House, gave evi- 
dence generally in corroboration of the state- 
ment. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Williamson—They 
raided the house before for the defendant’s 
gon James, a boy of about 18, and on this 
occasion it was tor the defendant's son that 
they were searching. He was told by Cap- 
tain Moynihan that the prisoner would attend 
at Newcomen Bridge to be arrested. The 
witness was there to’ see the arrest, but did 
not take out his revolver and fire at him. 
There was a shot fired, but. not at the de- 
fendant. Jt was fired by one of the men in 
the air. 

Answering further questions, the witness 
said that the defendant's wife was not 
knocked down and her arm cut. She com- 
plained of a cash box having been taken from 
her. It contained gold, but it was handed 
back to her again. 

Captain Moynihan, Chief Officer, Oriel 
House, said that one of the letters found in 
the defendant's house was signed “ Mary 
M*Swiney.”’ As for the other he claimed 
privilege. 

Mr. Alexander Patrick Hughes, of the 
Secretary s Office, G.P.O., said that he spoke 
to the defendant, having first cautioned him. 
The defendant said—‘‘I brought these two 
letters home by accident on the night 
of April 12 at 11 o'clock. I have 
Fo instructions from the Superintendent to 

eep a special watch-out for letters’ going to 
Oriel House, as it was believed that, they were 
being stolen. I took two'or three Jetters out 
of the State section in or about 10 o'clock 
addressed to Oriel House, and I had them in 
my hand, with some official papers.” 

_ Witness asked what caused him to put these 
letters in his pocket, and the defendant said: 
**It was an accident and an oversight on my 
part. It was not the first time I put letters 
in my pocket for salfety.’’ 

Asked how he accounted for the letters 
being open, he said: '“I cannot offer any ex- 
planation for the letters bemg found open as 
stated. JI know nothing at all about them. I 
did not open these letters.’ 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Williamson, K.C., for the defence, 
urged that whoever took the letters from the 
Post Office, it certainly was not his client. As 
to the statement made by the prisoner and 
signed by him in presence of Inspector Hughes, 
counsel contended that he was in an unstrung 
condition when he made it. If he did not 
know that the letters were in his house he 
could not be guilty, and it was opposed to all 
the conceivable probabilities that he was aware 
of their having heen there. Counsel; in con- 
clusion, said that this was a plot to ruin the 
prisoner and his familv. 

An official of the General Post Office stated 
that the prisoner had a clear record up to 
April 15. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, for the prisoner, com- 
mented on the fact that the two letters found 
in the bed of the accused were addressed to 
Oriel House—the place from which the raiding 
party came. The defendant did not come to 
the Post Office on April 12 for one and a half 
hours after the envelopes had left the Post 
Office, and they could not, in the ordinary 
normal course of events, have come into the 


prisoner’s hands, 


Mr. Carrigan replied for the State, and said 
this was the first prosecution in connection 
with the Post Office by the Free State, and 
it had been received by the suggestion, which 
was reiterated, that this was a conspiracy 
by the Government to ruin the accused. He 
submitted that the prosecution had proved 
the case beyond doubt. 

The jury. found the prisoner guilty on the 
second and third counts, and strongly recom- 
mended him to mercy. : 

In reply to the Recorder, a postal official 
stated that the accused would be dismissed 
and lose his pension if he were found guilty 
of the charges preferred against him. 

The Recorder said that he thought the 
prisoner should not be deprived of his pension 
after thirty-two years’ service. That was his 
view to the Government. It would be a 
terrible thing that, for one breach of a section 
of the Statute, this man should be deprived 
of all service. 

_ Mr. Carrigan said that he would bring the 
Recorder’s views before the Government. 

The Recorder said that he would suggest 
to the Postmaster-Genera] in the strongest 
possible way thaí the man should get his 

ension. He would allow the prisoner out on 

s own recognisance. 

Captain oynihan, in answer to the 
Recorder, said that he would do his best for 
the man. - 
Mr. Williamson said that he fully accepted 
that, and thanked Captain Moynihan publicly. 

The prisoner was then liberated. ul

The plaintiff, Joseph P. O'Neill, who was a 

tman, in his statement of claim said that 
on the 8th June, 1922, he was crossing Pem- 
broke road, Co. Dublin, when the servant of 
the defendant, Mr. William D. Hutchinson, 
tea and wine merchant, so negligently and 
unskilfully drove and managed a motor car 
that it struck him, causing him sqvere per- 
sonal injuries, including fracture of the skull 
and concussion of the brain, compound frac- 
ture of the leg, wounds to the scalp, face and 
eyes, severe lacerations and contusions, and 
other injuries. By reason of these injuries he 
was permanently disabled, and had been, since 
the date of the accident, prevented from at- 
tending to his business, from which he had 
been dismissed in consequence.
